They  were  blindfolded 
and  driven  away  */h  le  their  personal  belongings  wore  given  to 
the  witness  ♦••ho  has  never  seen  the  men  since. 

b)  Prosecution  document  numbered  5111,  the  sworn  state¬ 
ment  of  13.  I.  to. I  3,  is  offered  for  identification,  the 
narked  excerpts  therein  being  produced  in  evidence.  The 
Affidavit  states  thet  cn  1C th  July,  1?45,  Dr.  Tones,  husband 
cf  the  witness,  was  arrested  by  the  Japanese. 

Trc  weeks  later  the  witness  ”as  herself  arrested  on 
suspicion  of  helping  her  husband  who  was  charged  with  being  a 
spy.

Other  victims  •  xro  daily  taken  away,  handcuffed, 
under  armed  guerd,  and  never  seen  again.  Cno  Indian  thus 
removed  was  later  fc.nd  in  th<_  river,  unconscious. 
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
